JAMES A. BARBER : In #212 s I completely deplore violence in the 
streets and also the people that just stand around and watch other peo- 
ple get beat up. (On page 265.)... By the way your last post card got here 
on the 24th (mailed on the 22nd) while your air mail GRAUSTARK got here 
on the 25th. Also ray winter move (mailed on the 17th)- took k days to 
get there [from Minnesota] (not counting Sundays) on the 22nd. That was 
quite rare.

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THE PEJORATIVE PIG 

"The Jews reject everything that pertains to the pig. The Nordic 
peoples, on the contrary, accord the pig the highest possible honor. 
In the ancient cult of the Germans the pig occupies the first place and 
is regarded as the first among the domestic animal... This special honor 
to the pig, the sacred animal destined to become symbolic sacrifice 
among tho Hordic peoples, has drawn its originality from the groat trees 
of the 'German for est*. ".Thus out of the darkness of earliest history • • 
arise" two human races whose attitude in respect of pigs presents an 'ab- 
solute contrast... The Semites and tho pig are faunal and thus physio- 
logical' opppsitos. It is not "unthinkable that tho eating 'of pig flesh 
by the. Semite sots up physiological, disharmonies in his body. . .The Sem- 
ites do not understand tho pig» whereas this animal occupies the first 
place in tho culif of the Nordic peoples." - Walter Darro", Minister of ■ - 

Agriculturo'dn the Nazi cabinet, 1933 

In tho last few yoa'rs tho term' "Pig", first applied to the police and then to tho 
entire American authority structure, has achieved a remarkable currency. Like much .. 
Now Loft slang, it appears to have arisen from Negro slang, and in particular from 
Negro prison slang. " : '' ' ' 

This is a rather surprising development, Tho pig has been for many centuries, the 
standard food animal among the poorer Negroes. Most of the moat components of "soul 
food* 5 oomo from tho hog, and quite low on the hog at that. Tho Chinese, who are in a 
similar situation, do not 'have this contempt for the pig. ' ~ . 

The modern'usc of "Pig" is probably of Jewish origin, and was transmitted to 
Negroes by way of tho Muslims -along with tho heretical form of Islam marketed for so 
.cany years by Elijah Mohammed. But the sizablo -nuiriber of .New Left radicals of Jewish 
origin have seized 'eagerly on 'the term. "It is interesting to note that theso groups" 
are tho same ones who popularized the "Polacfk" and ""Italian" jokes of a few years ago. 
Those jokes wore a rotaliation'against tho anti-Jewish and anti-Negro attitudes shown 
by these ethnic groups. But pork is a major part of tho traditional Polish 'and Italian 
cuisines \ and it is from'theso groups that many police arc "recruited In major cities* 
' 'Radicals have not boon tho only 'ones to call tho 'American establishment "Pigs 1 * ■ 
Not long ago an officia'l'of tho American Bankers' Association construct A. an elaborate 
and " well-received analogy in which ho characterized American government, business, and 
labor loaders as "Pigs". " (GRAUSTARK #200, p. 8.) 

However, many terms originally intended' as abusive have' boon takon up and used with 
pride by the abused. Tho Anabaptists, the Quouox of Holland, the Quakers, tho Yankees, 
and' the Tories all wore christened by their enemies and have had those names accepted 
by the people at whom they "wore directed. "Pig" may be taking the same route. 

' Two different commercial operations arc 'making money, off this process'. In Now 
York, two young patrolmen have founded Keystone Pig Enterprises. They manufacture 
buttons which show a pig with a patrolman's cap and tho words "Support Your Local Po- 
lice". But Oink Products is more ambitious. Located in Trenton, they are p3a fining a 
whole array of pins, t-shirts, and other decorations. "In addition to his police pig 
line-up, ho is introducing 'a Mafia line with,., a pair of miniature comont bags; for 
veterans of My Lai he has issued a tiny gold*-platod meat "cleaver j for dope pushers he 
has a 'miniature hypodermic hoodie tie olaspjand for environmental polluters a lamina- 
tod soot medallion (solid gold if you work for Con Ed). " (Village Voice . 23 April 
; 1970; New York Times, 23 May 1970.) 

This process is already boosting tho professional pride of the people who have 
been excoriated by radicals. One My Lai veteran put it this way to Howard Smith of tho 
" Village. Voice s "Being called tho butcher of My Iai : really used to hurt my feelings 
something awful. But as soon as I started wearing tho moat-cloavor lapel, pin it like
